A Bill to Redi'gaui/e the 


Supreme Court. 


APPROPRIATION HILL REPORTED 


Assemblyman Krtisie Exiiliuua Why 


It is Brought up so Early in 


tho Session. 


WhitehurBt introduced a bill to regulate 
the publication of proposed constitu- 
tional amendments. It doea away with 
the publication of aucli proposed amend- 
ments in newspapers and provides that 
instead they shall be printed in the 
otlicc of the state printer, neut to the 
various county clerks and mailed to all 
regietered yotera i« the aamo manner 
tliatoimplejballots are now mailed. Sena- 
tor Whitehurat declares that under such 
a law the publication of proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution could bu re- 
duced to $15,000 as againat the $110,000 
which the newspapers are now claiming 
for their receipts. A similar bill ia now 
ponding m the assomoly. 


A bill introduced by Senator Aram ie 


to reorganize the slate supremo court. 


It provides that tho supreme court 


shall continue to consist of a chief jua- 
tico and nix associate justices mid that 
in addition there shall bo three appehite 
districts courts of appeal, ouch to con- 
sist of three justices. 
The state is 


divided into three districts, one em- 
bracing Fresno county and tho counties 
BOiitli, one embracing San Fmnctaco and 
the other bay counties and one embrac- 
ing the rest of the state. These iippel- 
Intu district vourttt ure given juriadiution 
over appealed casoa of leaser import- 
ance. 
Senator Gesford's bill providing for a 


claasi (Ication o£ and fixing tho milarien 
of judges of tho superior court waa 
[mused by a vota uf SB to 2. 


Thu horae racing at agricultural park 


proved a strong attraction, and at noon, 
and after a division in which tlin merits 
of fast horeea and speedy legislators weru 
compared, tho senate adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 


Immediately after adjournment Gun- 


oral Stone, road engineer of tlio United 
Htatcs 
at-ricultural department, ad- 


droaaeil tho senators on tho question of 
good roada. Ho referred to tho work 
buforo tho good roads convention now 
ia session here and assorted that tho re- 
port of that convention tomorrow, with 
the report of the legislative commission 
now sitting, would iiome with the weight 
and force of tho people of tho state, f lo 
asked thu let-ialutora to carefully con- 
sider theas roporta when they should he 
made. 


The committee on retrenchment and 


public expenditures eiibinited a re- 
port in .connection withs tho state- 
ment 
rendered 
by 
tho 
commit- 


tee which visited normal schools and 
HtyUimH in Southern Cntifornia last 
WOok. Too cQiUJuittQQ recommends tho 
scaling down of salaries of tho instilu- 
tiona referred to in accordance with tho 
provisions of a bill introduced a few 
days ago by Senator Seymour. It snya 
that owing to the widespread financial 
distress it ia necussury to curtail public 
expenditures. The people of San Diego 
have been desiring tho erection of u 
H tu to norimd school at that place, and 
have offered a number of desirable 
sitos, but tho committee ia opposed to 
accepting any of them at this time. It 
recommends, however, that if another 
normal school ia established, that it bo 
located at San Diego. 


IK THIS AUSKMIH.V. 


The assembly bill by Powers relating 


to the die mi aaal of appeals, and assem- 
bly hill by Llewing relating to certified 
copies of rccorda as evidence, wore 
passed. 


Assemblyman Freeman's bill limiting 


the liability of hotel proprietors for the 
personal property ot their gussta, waa 
passed by a vote of 52 to 1. 


Assembly 
bill 213, by Pendlcton, 


relative to mortgages on personal prop- 
oity, was passed by a vote of 52 to 1. 


At 11. SO o'clock tho general appropri- 


tion bill reported by the committee on 
ways and menus camo up as the special 
order, and the assembly went into com- 
mittee of tho wholo. Spencer aakcd tho 
chainr.an of the committee why the ap- 
propriation bill had been reported ao 
e?.rly in tho session, and why the appar- 
ent determination to rush it through. 
Chairman Brusio explained that the 
legislature stood pledged to keep the ex- 
penses of the state within a 60 cent 
limit, and that to do this the total ap- 
propriations of the legislature must be 
kept down to $12,000,000. To do this 
there was only one way, he said ; that 
was first to provide for the necessary 
expenses of the nt«te government, and 
then to see how much remained for 
making improvements on- state build- 
ings and the extension of state institu- 
tions, etc. Otherwise, he said, the leg- 
islature would go on making extrava- 
gant appropriations , and at the end it 
would be found that all the funds had 
been exhausted, and that it would be- 
come necessary to have deficiencies in 
the expense funds of several depart- 
ments of the state government. 


Spencer declared that this explana- 


tion was (satisfactory and that he ap- 
proved of the plan. 


1'he committee of tho whole rose and 


reported to the assembly. 


Among the bills introduced is one by 


Waymire of Alamcda for the relief of 
Professor John G. Pelton, California's 
pioneer educator, and appropriating 
4125 a month for that purpose. The 
bill ia identical with the measures whic i 
were passed for the relief of Colone 
Stevenson and General Sutler. 


At 12.30 the assembly adjourned.

A MURDERER 
HANGED. 


He Blamed No One Except the 


Newspapers. 


HiKMixiiiiAM, Ala., February 8.— Eu- 


gene Byars, the well known detective 
who 
murdered 
hia cousin, Eugene 


Walker of the United States army at 
Behring Park, near hero, .January 0, 
189-1, was haniied in tho jail yard hero 
today in tho presence of 100 people. 
Walker had just served five years in tho 
army at Fort Niobarr, Neb., and was 
on route home with f 1000 in his pocket 
when Byars enticed him off and shot 
and robbed him. On tho scaffold Byars 
protested his innocence, saying that he 
left Walker in the city at l» o'clock on 
the evening of the murder and did not 
see him again until at the undertakers. 
He swore before God that an innocont 
mm was being hanged, but waa ready 
to die, and blamed no one except tho 
newspapers. 
Byars died game, hia 


neck being broken. Ho leaves a family.

object in view. 


Tho subscription today foot up $127,- 


uOO, which, added to the sum of $1,9^9,- 
100 previously acknowledged, shows a 
fund on the hooka of $2,057,000. 


G. S. Bloas of Atwater and II. F. 


Gro.er of Tin lock were among the callers 
it thu committee rooms. They repre- 
sent the Mitchell estate, comprising 
over 100,000 acres in the San Joaquin 
valley, and are much interested in the 
proposed line. 


"Wu have'nt any money to give," 


aaiil Mr. Greer, "an thu Southern Pa- 
;ilic has exhausted us in that respect, 
but the roitd can not anything it wants 
in tho valley in the way of rights of way 
and depot facilities." 


The uuestion of incorporation was

CHINESE WARSHIP SUNK 


JAPANESE CAPTURE THE ISLAND: 


OF LEU RUNG TAO. 


The Fate of the Remainder of the 


Chinese Fleet Not 


Known. 


LONDON, February 8.— The Times to- 


morrow will publish a dispatch sent 
from Bhang Hai today stating that the 
island of Liu Kung Tao in the harbor of 
Wei Hai Wei was captured by the Jap- 
anese. The dispatch adds that the Chi- 
nese warship Ting Yuen waa sunk by a 
torpedo and that the remainder of the 
fleet dashed southward. The fato of the 
vessels that attempted to put to sea Is 
not known. A dispatch to tho Times 
from VVci Hai Wei says that the Jap- 
anese tried to attack the western forts.

A SALOONKEEPER PREPARES I'O 


HOB A HANK. 


His Plans Knstrutud by it Hoy Whom 


He Asked to Help 


Him- 


NAI-A, February 8.— uohn Wooden, a 


saloon keeper, made elaborate prepara- 
tions to rob thu bank of St. Helena to- 
day, and is now in jail. Word camo 
from St. Helena, eighteen miles from 
here, that an attempt would bo made to 
rob tho bank, and olficors wcro sent 
from horo to frustrate tlio Attempt. 
Woollen's plan was to first outer tho 
bank and get aomu money changed, sur- 
vey tho premises and then commit the 
robbery. Wooden carried out his plan 
aa far as getting thu money changed, 
mid then returned to his room, having 
hitched hia horso in the alley hack of 
the bank. 


The o Miners did not wait for him to at- 


tempt the robbery, but arrested him in 
his room. Wooden tried to gut a hall 
buy ia thu Iiutul ti> help him, ami thu 
hoy at 
once informed thu 
policy. 


Wooden heart* a bard reputation, and 
being under the influence of liquor, 
would douhtletitt havo attempted to rob 
the bank in broad daylight hail ho not 
boon arrutittid. 


A MUCK TRIAL, 


High School Students Experiment- 


ing, in Forensics. 


Tho high school senate wn-j called to 


order by 1'residont Sherwood. Afturthe 
usual order of business waa finished thu 
Bpucial event of thu evening, the mock 
(rial, was held. Itert Vogel of Missouri 
was accused of burning 1'aLtaraon's ho- 
tel. 
His attorneys were David M. 1 tarn- 


well and llert UuaauU, while the people 
were represented by Frank Cardwell 
and Harold Nock. 


The first witness for the prosecution 


was sterling Patterson, who testified 
that thu defendant had threatened to 
either kill Patterson or burn hia hotel. 


Munaon McCormicl; testified thai he 


was a roomer in the .Patterson house at 
tho time of the fire. On that night he 
was on his way to bin rooms; when 
about fifty yarda from tho corner of the 
building he saw a bhize at Llm rcur end, 
and also saw a man who resembled the 
defendant running away. 


The next witness was BormcyGilbert, 


who swore that on the night of the lire 
he was on his way to hia room when he 
saw the blaze. A moment later a man 
who answered to the description of the 
defendant ran past him. 
He flashed 


tho lantern in the man's face and saw it 
plainly. 


William D, Potter was then called and 


corroborated Gilbert's testimony. This 
ended the testimony for the prosecu- 
tion. 


Tho defense opened by calling Dr. 


Mud (W. W. Mott) who testified that 
on the night of the fire he was return- 
ing from visiting a patient when he saw 
a tall man running from the direction of 
the fire. He said that the reputation of 
the Patterson hoiieo was not good. He 
further testified that the character of 
the defendant was excellent. 


James Doolittle (Henry Brickley) tes- 


tified that a short time before tho ure 
Patterson had insured the building for 
$GO,000, which was more than the place 
was worth, 
itev. Oieorge Washington Jones, col- 


ored, (George Greenwood) testified as to 
the good character of defendant, and 
that he was in church at the time of the 
lire. Julius Cieaar Snodgrass, colored, 
(W. KurnB) and deacon in Kev. Jonca' 
church, corroborated Jones' statements. 
Mr. Nock now opened the argument for 
the prosecution. He attacked the testi- 
mony of the witnesses for the defense, 
and made a short outpointed argument. 
Mr. Biirnwcll then spoko in behalf 
of the defendant. He referred in glow- 
ing terms to the defendant's high char- 
acter, and attacked the characters of 
witnessed 
for the prosecution. 
He 


showed that Air. Gilbert must have 
been mistaken In seeing Mr. Vogel, tho 
defendant, running away, as the night 
waa very dark. He intimated that the 
owner of the building had set it on fire 
to get the insurance money. 


Mr. Cardwell closed for the prosecu- 


tion. He said that the attorneys for 
the defcn ao were slandering the honora- 
ble witnesses for the prosecution, and 
charged that tlm witnesses for the de- 
fense were bought. He ended by say- 
ing that the jury should convict the 
defendant to save their own homes and 
families. 


The case was given to the jury. They 


returned shortly, and Foreman Gray 
announced that the defendant was 
guilty as charged.

tc-r. In Bomo place?, where tho marginal 
lands are composed of high, rocky blnffa, 
this change of level has gone on from 
year to year without attracting aHen- 
tiou. On the other hand, many low ly- 
ing points (some that were ouco inhab- 
ited by the primitive inhabitants or by 
tlio pioneer whito settlers), iiro entire- 
ly submerged. The causo of this change 
of level has not r.s yet been ascertained, 
but it is reasonably certain that it is tho 
result of either a settling of tho dry land 
or of a general and uniform rifiing or 
upheaval in tho gulf bed.
